A few years ago the United States 
breeders of pure-bred ‘cattle, recog- 
nizing the necessity of more effective 
measures for the control of tubercu- 
losis, arranged a conference with offi- 
cials of the Bureau of Animal Indus- 
try at Washington, the result. of 
which was the adoption of what is 
known .as the Accerdited Herd Plan, 
meaning that the herd: had been thor- 
oughly-tested and found entirely free 
from any symptoms of tuberculosis. 
The plan proved so successful (6ver 
a thousand herds being accredited in
